Traction Cars and Railroad Trains 


Delayed by the Slippery Con­ 


dition of Road. 


Many persons have experienced the 
ups and downs of life today. Their 
downfalls, of course, were due to the 
slick coating of ice which in many 
places 
made 
walking treacherous. 
The rain which started to fall early 
this morning turned to ice as soon 


as it hit the trees and wires and con­ 
siderable trouble has been reported 
by the telegraph, telephone, interur­ 
ban and electric light companies. 
Difficulty was eneounted during the 
morning in the local telephone service 
as the ice had formed on the wires 
in such a quantity that some were 
broken. 
It is explained that when 
the wires are coated with ice they 
contract to such an extent that they 
are unable to hold up the heavy ad­ 
ditional weight of the ice. 
One tele­ 
phone pole on Sixth street was snap­ 
ped near the ground by the heavy ice 
coated wires suspended from it. 
Linemen employed by the Inter­ 
state Public Service Company have 
been working in all parts of the city 
repairing broken wires. 
The trouble 
was attributed to the ice and an ef­ 
fort was being made to repair all the 
breaks 
before 
nightr ' Additional 
trouble was 
expected 
if the sleet 
continues to fall as the weight on 
the wires and poles is getting heav­ 
ier each hour. 
At noon linemen were 
on the watch in all parts of city ready 
to repair any breaks that might oc­ 
cur. 
The trolley wires on the interurban 
lines were covered with ice, and a 
regular Fourth of July fire works 
display followed each car as it trav­ 
eled over the line. 
All of the cars 
carried sleet cutters 011 their trolley 
poles to break the ice ahead of the 
trolley wheel. 
The schedule has been 
disarranged during the day because 
of the condition of the wires. 
The 
cars are unable to make their usual 
time under such conditions. 
Two breaks in the trolley wire in 
this city were reported. 
One occur­ 
red near the car barns and the other 
on the sidetrack on South Chestnut 
street. 
At the B. & O. Southwestern divi­ 
sion offices it was reported that no 
serious delays in the schedule had 
resulted from the sleet on the rails. 
No. 4, eastbound passenger train due 
here at 0 a. m. was about fifty min­ 
utes late today. 
Other slight delays 
are reported. 
A telegraph line on 
the Louisville division between North 
Vernon and Louisville was broken 
early this morning by the sleet. Other 
minor trouble has been reported and 
linemen have been at various points 
along the division during the day.

to see tragedies played today when 
there is the greatest of all tragedies 
to arrest the attention and, how plain­ 
ly so. 
People demand to be made 
happy. They cry out for the poultice 
to soothe the ache caused by the war. 
‘Make us happy at night/ they say, 
‘because in the daytime we are so 
miserable.’ 
Who could 
refuse an 
answer to that appeal?”

Historical Sketch to Be Given March, 
1916, During Jubilee Month. 
F ifty years 
ago 
the 
first 
Young 
W omeu’s Christian association in this 
country w as founded in Boston, March 
3, 18(50. On March 3, 1910, the fiftieth 
birthday of Y. W. C. A. work in Am er­ 
ica w ill be observed w ith a service of 
rejoicing in 900 associations. 
During 
this period the work has grown from 
one sm all association to an organiza 
tion num bering 342,948 m em bers in 
America, ow ning m illions of dollars’ 
worth of property in buildings to which 
members com e for recreation, to make 
friends and to study subjects ranging 
from those on the curriculum of gram ­ 
mar grades to the university. 
Some 
one has called tbe educational depart­ 
ment of the Y. W. C. A. the “greatesi 
wom an’s university.” 
From Feb. 1 to March 3, 191G, the 
jubilation w ill continue, participated in 
by m em bers and those interested in 
the work the country over. One o f the 
important dates is Feb. 22, to be cele­ 
brated by a historical pageant of asso 
ciation work, “Girls of Yesterday and 
Today,” which has been specially pre 
pared by all the associations in the 
United States. 
It will be a pictorial 
presentation, with only tw o speaking 
parts. The girl of 1806, gow ned in the 
dress of that period, and the girl of 
1916, in up to the m inute attire, w ill in­ 
terpret the scenes. 
Em ploym ent agencies have alw ays 
been an im portant part o f association 
work. B usiness positions and dom estic 
situations have alw ays been included. 
Dom estic science w as alw ays on the 
curriculum w henever teachers could be 
found. 
Alm ost without exception tlie 
early 
associations 
opened 
boarding 
homes for young women, chiefly for 
self supporting girls. In 1872 Hartford, 
Conn., erected the first building for this 
purpose. The first association sum m er 
home w as built at Asbury Park by the 
Philadelphia association in 1874. 
In 
1891 K ansas City, Mo., opened the first 
self serving lunchroom. 
In 1880 a convention w as held at 
Lake G eneva and the N ational Young 
W om en’s Christian association, w hich 
later becam e the Am erican com m ittee, 
with 
headquarters in Chicago, 
was 
formed. In 1891 it w as decided to form 
a perm anent executive body, and the 
International Board of W omen’s and 
Young W om en’s Christian Associations 
was effected. 
In 1892 American dele­ 
gate's were invited to London, where 
Young W om en’s Christian association 
work w as started. The world’s organ! 
zation was accom plished in 189.5. 
In 
1905 m em bers from both the American 
boards merged the tw o organizations 
into one national body, w ith headqunr 
ters in New York city.

Professor Michael I 
inventions aided in making long dis­ 
tance telephony possible, announces 
an invention which, he says, will revo­ 
lutionize wireless telegraphy and te­ 
lephony. 
Professor Pupin has perfected a re­ 
ceiver which is sensitive only to such 
waves as the operator desires. 
This 
instrument, he said, is the one thing 
that is needed to make possible the 
transmission of wireless messages be­ 
tween any two points on the earth’s 
surface. 
It will make the arts of wireless 
telephony and telegraphy commercial­ 
ly practicable over long distances and 
may sound the doom of the cable. 
Professor Pupin declined to describe 
the apparatus on the plea that it was 
too soon. 
Ile said that he would not 
make his invention public until after 
the war. 
“I do not intend an enemy 
should benefit by it.” lie added. 
He did not, however, hesitate to de­ 
scribe what had led up to his inven­ 
tion. Ile said: 
Eliminates Static Electricity. 
“The most important problem facing 
aerial communication,” be said, “is the 
elimination of static electricity. Static 
is the curse of the wireless engineer 
aud the one reason that wireless tele­ 
graph stock has never paid dividends. 
Can it be eliminated? 
When W’e 
look at it first it seems impossible. But 
if W’e study the functions of certain hu­ 
man organs an idea is suggested to us. 
“There are sounds that the human 
ear cannot hear and colors the human 
eye cannot detect. That is because the 
eye and ear remain unresponsive to 
those vibrations that are beyond their 
range. 
“Static is of a higher pitch than the 
electrical vibrations used in wireless 
telegraphy or the vibrations of the hu­ 
man voice which are used iii wireless 
telephony. Therefore we have to imi­ 
tate w hat is done in the human body. 
We have to build a structure that 
will act selectively and amplify con­ 
tinuous electrical waves and remain 
unresponsive to irregular electric im­ 
pulses. 
“We have done this already success­ 
fully. It is scientifically completed, but 
not sufficiently completed to be fool 
proof when used in the applied arts. I 
hope before long to make it absolutely 
fool proof.” 
Describe* His Amplifier. 
Professor Pupin described how he 
had evolved the idea of the amplifier. 
Ile said the idea had come to him 
from the tiny cells in tho human car 
that amplify and make audible the 
faintest sounds. 
Professor Pupin made the announce­ 
ment that an American professor, Jo­ 
seph Henry of Princeton, was the first 
to announce the existence of electric 
oscillations, on which 
wireless tel­ 
egraphy is founded. 
“Professor Henry made his announce­ 
ment in 1840,” he said, “a fact known
